An Act to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the State of West Bengal for the 
services of a part of the financial year 1970-71. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the West Bengal Appropriation (Vote on
